WASHINGTON,  D.C.,  April  2  —  Nine  special  full -hour  NBC  News 
programs,  which  are  being  prepared  for  the  NBC-TV  Network  next  season 
and  will  cover  such  diverse  subjects  as  private  art  collections,  a 
train  journey  through  the  Iron  Curtain  and  the  life  and  culture  of 
modern  India,  were  announced  today  by  William  R.  McAndrew,  Executive 
Vice  President  in  charge  of  the  NBC  News  Division. 

Mr.  McAndrew  made  the  announcement  in  accepting  the 
"Commander-in-chief’s  Gold  Medal  Award  and  Citation"  presented  by 
Byron  B.  Gentry  of  Pasadena,  Calif.,  commander-in-chief  of  the 
Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars  of  the  United  States.  The  presentation  was 
made  at  the  VFW’s  annual  Congressional  Dinner  here  honoring  members 
of  Congress  who  have  served  in  the  armed  forces. 

The  citation  of  the  award  to  Mr.  McAndrew  stated:  "In 
recognition  of  his  outstanding  accomplishments  in  the  field  of  news 
and  informational  programming  for  the  National  Broadcasting  Company, 
as  exemplified  by  such  series  as  ’Profile  of  Communism’  and  the 

special  program,  ’The  Tunnel.’" 

Mr.  McAndrew  said  that,  in  addition  to  the  programs  on  art, 
the  European  train  trip  and  India,  NBC  News  was  preparing  special 
programs  on  the  French  army  and  its  influence  on  French  political 
life,  the  training  of  a  professional  football  player,  the  history  of

one  of  the  world's  great  rivers,  the  way  of  life  in  modern  Australia, 
the  progress  toward  discovery  of  life  in  outer  space,  and  a  program 
to  be  titled  !,0ur  Man  in  Washington"  in  which  David  Brinkley  will 
examine  the  political  and  social  life  in  the  nation's  capital. 

The  audiences  for  such  nighttime  NBC  News  specials  are 
growing,  Mr.  McAndrew  said.  He  cited  a  study  showing  that  each  of 
eight  special  nighttime  programs  presented  by  NBC  News  in  the  fourth 
quarter  of  last  year  attracted  an  audience  averaging  some  22,000,000 
viewers.  One  of  the  programs  that  scored  even  better  than  the  average 
was  "The  Tunnel,"  a  documentary  on  an  underground  escape  from  East 
Berlin,  which  drew  an  audience  of  more  than  28,000,000. 

"One  reason  for  these  growing  audiences,  I  believe,  is  the 
increasing  skill  of  our  writers,  correspondents,  producers,  directors 
and  cameramen,"  Mr.  McAndrew  said.  "They  have  learned  for  example, 
that  one  way  to  look  at  medicine  is  through  the  eyes  of  an  interne 
during  a  night's  work  in  the  Bellevue  emergency  ward,  that  one  way  to 
see  Elizabethan  England  is  to  let  the  camera  roam  through  the 
countryside  as  Shakespeare  might  have  done  .  .  . 

"We  have  learned  that  news  cannot  be  conveniently  separated 
from  history  or  neatly  compartmented  into  pigeonholes  labeled 
Politics,  Foreign  Affairs,  Economics,  Science  and  so  on.  We  believe 
that  past,  present  and  future  are  one  continuous  stream,  that 
yesterday's  politics  in  California  can  affect  the  economy  of  southern 
France  tomorrow.  We  hold  therefore  that  our  province  as  newsmen 
embraces  anything  of  significance  that  happens  anywhere  at  any  time."

Mr.  McAndrew  also  expressed  the  belief  that  "a  society  which 
is  served  by  an  instrument  as  powerful  as  television,  one  which 
reaches  tens  of  millions  of  people  with  a  single  program,  and  which 
looks  with  an  unblinking  gaze  into  the  Kremlin,  or  under  the  Berlin 
Wall  or  even  into  certain  committee  rooms  of  the  Congress  --  that 
this  society  stands  an  excellent  chance  of  remaining  free."

WILL  BE  NBC -TV  SATURDAY  NIGHT  FEATURE  STARTING  IN  THE  FALL; 

GARY  LOCKWOOD  HAS  TITLE  ROLE  OF  DRAMAS  SET  IN  PEACETIME 

"The  Lieutenant,"  a  new  full-hour  drama  series  about  the 
adventures  of  a  young  Marine  Corps  officer,  will  be  presented  on  the 
NBC-TV  Network  Saturdays,  7:30-8:30  p.m.  NYT,  starting  next  Fall,  it 
was  announced  today  by  Walter  D.  Scott,  Executive  Vice  President  in 
charge  of  the  NBC  Television  Network. 

The  series  star  will  be  Gary  Lockwood,  portraying  Lt .  Bill 
Rice,  a  recent  Annapolis  graduate  who  intends  to  devote  his  life  to 
service  in  the  United  States  Marine  Corps.  The  series  action  will  take 
place  entirely  in  peacetime. 

"There  will  be  no  combat  action  --  even  in  flashback  scenes, " 
says  the  program's  creator -producer.  Gene  Roddenberry.  "This  will  be 
the  story  of  a  young  man  and  his  growth  in  personality,  not  under  the 
rather  special  drama  of  combat,  but  in  the  broader  context  of 
contemporary  life  and  the  many  conflicts  it  imposes  on  every  individual. " 

Weekly  guest  stars  will  join  young  Lt .  Rice  as  he  learns  the 
tricks  of  his  trade  on  land,  in  the  air,  and  at  sea. 

Viewers  will  see  Rice  acquire  the  knack  of  handling  men  older 
and  more  experienced  than  himself,  as  well  as  lads  of  17  and  18  who  look 
up  to  him  as  "The  Old  Man. " 

Although  Southern  California's  Camp  Pendleton  Marine  Base  will 
serve  as  the  hub  of  the  series  action,  the  young  officer's  training

Gary  Lockwood  began  his  acting  career  as  a  Hollywood 
stuntman.  He  spent  two  years  riding  horses  and  falling  off  buildings 
before  he  was  signed  to  double  for  Tony  Perkins  in  the  movie  "Tall 
Story."  During  filming  of  the  picture,  he  was  talked  into  playing  the 
part  of  a  Russian  basketball  player,  and  he  has  been  acting  ever  since. 

He  appeared  in  the  Broadway  version  of  "There  Was  a  Little 
Girl, "  and  in  such  movies  as  "Splendor  in  the  Grass, "  with  Natalie  Wood 
and  Warren  Beatty,  as  well  as  in  numerous  television  dramas. 

His  latest  movie,  "It  Happened  at  the  World's  Fair,"  in  which 
he  appears  with  Elvis  Presley,  will  be  released  this  Summer. 

"The  Lieutenant"  will  be  produced  by  MGM-TV  in  association 
with  NBC-TV.

The  text  of  an  "Emphasis"  broadcast  by  NBC  News 
correspondent  Morgan  Beatty,  presented  on  the  NBC  Radio  Network 
March  11,  was  printed  in  the  Congressional  Record  of  March  25  at  the 
request  of  Senator  Herman  E.  Talmadge  of  Georgia.

114-DAY  STRIKE -SHUTDOWN  OP  NEW  YORK  DAILIES  PROMPTED 

526  HOURS  OF  EXTRA  NEWS  ON  WNBC  AND  WNBC-TV 

During  the  114  days  New  York  City  was  without  its  news¬ 
papers,  NBC  Stations  WNBC-TV  and  WNBC  (radio)  broadcast  52o  hours, 

4  minutes  of  extra  news,  more  than  any  other  pair  of  local  stations. 

This  extra  news  appeared  as  expanded  newscasts  or  new 
programs  designed  to  fill  the  gap  left  by  the  strike -shutdown  of  nine 
dailies. 

The  longest  of  the  new  programs  was  "Newspaper  of  the  Air," 
broadcast  Monday  through  Friday  from  5  to  6:30  p.m.  EST  on  WNBC-TV. 

With  Bill  Ryan  as  anchorman,  the  program  featured  national,  inter¬ 
national,  state,  city  and  suburban  news,  including  New  Jersey  and 
Connecticut  stories. 

It  also  featured  the  comics  --  as  interpreted  by  Tex  Antoine 
--  sports,  news  of  the  theatre,  society  notes,  weather,  and  newspaper 
columnists.  This  last  feature  was  a  daily  showcase  of  New  York  writers 
who  covered  such  categories  as  TV,  movies,  labor,  music  and  the 
theatre . 

Some  of  the  newspaper  people  who  appeared  on  the  program  were 
Harriet  Van  Horne,  Jack  Gould,  Ben  Gross,  Jack  O’Brian,  Kay  Gardella, 
Bob  Williams,  Richard  K.  Doan,  John  David  Griffin,  Val  Adams,  James 
Reston,  Max  Lerner,  James  Wechsler,  Red  Smith,  Art  Buchwald,  Inez 
Robb,  Victor  Riesel,  Henry  J.  Taylor,  Howard  Taubman,  Archer  Winston, 
Herb  Kamm,  Ralph  Schoenstein,  Charles  McHarry  and  Jesse  Abramson.

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Each  Sunday,  from  Dec.  10  through  March  31,  WNBC-TV  broad¬ 
cast  "The  New  York  Times  of  the  Air"  from  11:30  a.m.  to  12:30  p.m.  EST. 
This  featured  the  Times’  editors  and  columnists  who  read  their 
articles  and  columns. 

In  all,  177  New  York  newspapermen  appeared  on  either  "The 
New  York  Times  of  the  Air"  or  "Newspaper  of  the  Air"  during  the 
duration  of  the  newspaper  blackout. 

Statistically,  on-the-air  time  devoted  to  news  from  Dec.  8 
through  March  31  breaks  down  as  follows:  WNBC-TV  carried  174  hours,  15 
minutes  of  regular  newscasts  --  news  that  would  have  been  carried 
despite  the  blackout  --  and  225  hours,  30  minutes  of  extra  news  -- 
news  that  was  added  because  of  the  strike. 

WNBC,  for  the  same  period,  carried  51S  hours,  17  minutes  of 
regular  news  and  300  hours,  34  minutes  of  extra  news.  Thus  the  total 
of  "extra"  news  on  both  stations  through  March  31  is  5  26  hours,  4. 
minutes . 

During  this  114-day  period,  WNBC-TV  carried  an  average  of 
25  hours  of  news  per  week,  as  compared  with  an  average  of  about  11 
hours  before  the  strike.  For  the  same  period,  WNBC  broadcast  an 
average  of  51  hours  of  news  per  week  as  compared  with  an  average  per 
week  of  about  32  hours  before  the  strike  step-up. 

In  addition  to  its  feature  presentations,  "Newspaper  of  the 
Air"  kept  close  tabs  of  developments  in  the  New  York  newspaper  strike. 
On  Feb.  18,  Walter  N.  Thayer,  president  of  the  Herald  Tribune  and  a 
representative  of  the  publishers'  group,  appeared  on  the  program  as 
did  Bertram  Powers,  head  of  Local  No.  6  of  the  Typographers  Union  which 
struck  five  of  the  city's  dailies.

Harald  Vock,  Head  of  Entertainment  of  Norddeutscher  Rundfunk, 
based  in  Hamburg,  Germany,  recently  completed  a  series  of  meetings 
with  officials  of  NBC  International  here  to  further  familiarize  himself 
with  American  programming  practices.  Vock  is  now  in  Los  Angeles  for 
further  studies  and  will  proceed  from  there  to  Tokyo  before  returning 
to  Hamburg. 

Commenting  on  his  experiences  in  this  country,  Vock  explained 
that  West  Germany  plans  to  augment  its  services  in  the  near  future  by  a 
third  television  network,  which  will  require  additional  program  material. 

A  prime  objective  for  German  television,  according  to  Vock, 
is  to  acquire  the  ease  and  facility  of  operation  so  evident  among 
American  TV  people,  in  contrast  to  the  precise  and  somewhat  rigid 
methods  of  German  telecasters.  He  described  American  TV  presentations 
and  the  personnel  responsible  for  them  as  "relaxed." 

James  Dodd,  Manager  Sales  Administration  for  NBC  Enterprises, 
was  Vock’s  host  during  his  New  York  visit,  which  included  observation 
of  several  NBC  shows  in  production.

DOROTHY  GORDON  GLANCES  BACK  AT  700  ’YOUTH  FORUMS’ 

AND  AFFIRMS  FAITH  IN  YOUNG  PEOPLE-- ’ON  WHOSE 
SHOULDERS  THE  FATE  OF  HUMANITY  RESTS* 

Dorothy  Gordon  has  3*500  "children. "  "She  also  has  262,500 
"stepchildren."  All  are  equally  dear  to  her.  The  "children"  and  their 
"stepbrother"  are  the  panelists  and  the  studio  contributors,  respective¬ 
ly,  that  have  taken  part  in  the  700-plus  broadcasts  of  "Dorothy 
Gordon’s  Youth  Forum"  (currently  on  NBC  Radio  Network  Sundays,  2:05  to 
2:30  p.m.  EST  except  WNBC;  WNBC  only,  10:35  a.m.  EST) . 

Celebrating  the  20th  anniversary  of  "Youth  Forum"  on  April  3* 
Mrs.  Gordon  recalls  that  20  years  ago,  when  she  was  a  singer  and  story¬ 
teller  for  children,  she  was  approached  by  the  New  York  Times  and 
asked  to  serve  as  a  moderator  for  women’s  discussion  groups. 

"I  told  the  Times  I  wasn’t  interested,"  Mrs.  Gordon  says. 
"Frankly,"  I  said  to  them,  "I’d  rather  hear  what  the  children  of 
America  are  thinking  than  their  mothers." 

Mrs.  Gordon  had  recently  returned  from  Europe  and  had  seen 
how  "the  Germans  and  the  Russians  were  using  radio  to  indoctrinate  their 
youth.  I  told  the  Times  of  this.  Several  weeks  later,  the  first 
‘Youth  Forum*  was  held  under  the  auspices  of  the  Times.  The  discussion 
was,  ’What  the  War  Means  to  Me.’  It  was  a  wow.’" 

Since  that  first  broadcast,  Dorothy  Gordon  has  traveled  the 
world,  emanating  the  "Youth  Forum"  from  West  Germany,  Austria,  Israel, 
England  and  France.  Such  notables  as  Harry  S.  Truman,  Dwight  D. 
Eisenhower,  Eleanor  Roosevelt,  Willy  Brandt,  David  Ben-Gurion  and 

(more ) 
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Nelson  A.  Rockefeller  have  been  guests  on  her  program.  During  these 
forums,  there  have  been  many  arguments.  Once,  when  striving  to  regain 
decorum,  Mrs.  Gordon  stated,  "People*  It*s  alright  to  disagree  but 
let*s  not  disagree  so  disagreeably.”  She  has  had  to  use  that  slogan 
many  times  since. 

Through  the  years,  Dorothy  Gordon  has  seen  the  youth  of  the 
world  change  greatly.  "Today's  youth  is  vastly  different  from  his 
counterpart  of  20  years  ago,”  states  Mrs.  Gordon.  "He  is  far  more 
informed  on  world  events  and  attitudes  and  is  far  more  concerned  with 
the  world  as  a  whole  rather  than  just  his  own  backyard. 

"Today's  youth  thinks!  In  some  ways  --  they  think  alike. 

For  example,  all  youth,  all  over  the  world,  are  united  in  wanting  a 
test  ban  on  nuclear  weapons.  To  a  man,  they  are  all  hopeful  that 
theirs  will  be  the  generation  that  will  bring  about  a  lasting  peace. 
Where  they  disagree,  and,  often  disagree  violently,  is  in  methodology. 
In  other  words,  how  this  lasting  peace  is  to  be  achieved  --  this  is 
where  they  think  differently." 

Dorothy  Gordon  is  fiercely  proud  of  her  "children,"  many  of 
whom  are  etching  brilliant  careers. 

"'Youth  Forum'  has  been  a  marvelous  experience  for  me,"  she 
adds.  "We  have  tried  to  keep  young  people  from  living  in  a  vacuum. 

We  have  also  tried  to  make  the  world  aware  that  the  youth  of  the  world 
thinks... and  often  thinks  valuably.  At  long  last,  people  have  become 
aware  that  we  have  not  done,  and  are  not  doing,  enough  with  the  youth 
of  the  world.  They  have  discovered  only  recently  that  these  youngsters 
are  intelligent  people  --  on  whose  shoulders  the  fate  of  humanity 
rests . 

"Why  I  could  have  told  them  that  20  years  ago."

SHIRLEY  BOOTH* S  VISIT  TO  THE  PRESIDENT 


Shirley  Booth  will  always  remember  Easter,  1963*  because  it 
was  in  connection  with  this  holiday  that  she  met  the  President  of  the 
United  States.  It  happened  like  this: 

"Please  come  in, "  said  President  John  F.  Kennedy.  "Itm  happy 
to  meet  you,"  he  added  warmly  as  he  ushered  his  guests  into  the 
spacious  circular  office  at  the  White  House. 

His  guests:  a  little  girl  with  braces  on  her  legs  accompanied 
by  Miss  Booth.  The  ever-present  Secret  Service  man  stood  by. 

The  occasion  for  the  meeting  was  the  1963  Crippled 
Children’s  Easter  Seal  Fund  Drive,  a  project  in  which  the  President  is 
interested.  The  Chief  Executive  lends  his  support  to  the  campaign  by 
meeting  with  the  honorary  chairman  of  the  drive  at  the  White  House  each 
year. 


Miss  Booth,  who  stars  on  NBC-TV  as  "Hazel,"  (Thursdays,  9:30 
to  10  p.m.  in  color)  is  the  National  Chairman  of  the  campaign  and,  unlike 
her  talkative  TV  "Hazel"  character,  watched  quietly  as  the  President 
shook  hands  with  Easter  Seal  poster  girl  Linda  Heaton  while  presenting 
her  with  a  gold  bracelet  on  which  was  attached  a  gold  PT  boat  charm. 

Mr,  Kennedy  chatted  with  his  guests  about  the  importance  of 
the  drive,  then  proceeded  to  give  them  a  short  tour  of  the  Presidential 
offices.  He  took  them  out  on  the  terrace  which  overlooks  the  White  House 
grounds  and  pointed  out  where  hia  daughter  Caroline  plays. 

The  President  whistled  for  the  family  dog  Clipper,  which  was 
being  walked  on  the  park-like  grounds.  When  Clipper  arrived,  the 
President  and  his  guests  patted  him  on  the  head  and  then  allowed  him  to 


run  off.  (more) 
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Re-entering  the  executive  offices,,  the  President  asked  Miss 
Booth  about  her  tour  and  her  personal  appearances  on  behalf  of  the  fund. 
When  the  actress  told  him  of  her  full  schedule,  he  remarked  on  how  busy 
it  really  was. 

"But,  not  as  busy  as  yours,  Mr.  President,"  she  said  as 
they  started  to  leave. 

"Keep  up  the  good  work,"  he  said  as  he  bid  them  farewell  and 
closed  the  door  behind  them. 

In  the  anteroom,  the  Secret  Service  man  ushered  the  guests 
through  the  door  to  the  hallway  outside.  There,  he  stopped  the  group 
and  politely  asked  for  Miss  Booth's  autograph.  He  said  he  wanted  to 
tell  his  young  son  that  he  had  met  "Hazel"  that  day  at  the  White  House 
while  guarding  the  President. 

After  she  left  the  White  House,  Miss  Booth  made  an  appearance 
before  the  National  Press  Club  where  she  said  that  19,000,000  persons 
across  the  nation  are  maimed  and  crippled  and  need  the  help  of  a  "nation 
that  cares." 

Miss  Booth  meanwhile  is  continuing  her  series  of  personal 
appearances  on  TV  and  radio  in  behalf  of  the  fund  before  returning  to 
Hollywood  sound  stages  to  resume  her  role  as  the  nation’s  best-known 
housemaid. 

But  she  says  that  whatever  she  does  or  wherever  she  goes,  she 
will  never  forget  Easter,  1963.

HERE'S  HOW  DISNEY  CAMERAMEN  GET  CLOSEUPS  OF  WILD  ANIMALS 
- - i 

How  do  Walt  Disney’s  cameramen  get  their  close-up  pictures 

of  wild  animals? 

The  professional  secrets  of  these  award-winning  photographers 
will  be  revealed  in  nPrairie-Seal  Island/'  on  "Walt  Disney’s  Wonderful 
World  of  Color"  Sunday,  April  28  (NBC-TV  color  broadcast,  7:30  to 
8:30  p.m.  EDT). 

In  response  to  hundreds  of  letters  from  viewers  asking  how 
photographers  ever  manage  to  get  close-up  pictures  of  buffalos,  mountain 
lions,  waterfowl  and  big-horned  sheep,  Disney  turns  the  cameras  on  the 
cameramen  themselves  as  they  go  about  recording  the  day-by-day  life  of 
the  animal  kingdom. 

To  photograph  waterfowl,  photographer  Dick  Borden,  a  special¬ 
ist  in  birds,  explains  the  operation  of  his  "sneak  boat,"  a  narrow,  one- 
man  craft  which  floats  so  close  to  the  waterline  it  looks  like  a 
drifting  log.  The  boat  is  silently  powered  by  electric  batteries  and 
guided  by  foot-operated  rudders,  thus  freeing  Borden’s  hands  to  aim  the 
special  camera  he  uses  to  make  films  of  birds  and  other  water-dwelling 
wildlife . 

The  photographic  team  of  Tom  McHugh  and  James  Simon  set  out 
to  record  the  daily  life  of  the  buffalo  aboard  their  specially  built 
"snowmobile,"  a  sort  of  wingless  airplane  on  skis.  For  closeups  of 
the  beast,  McHugh  employs  a  trick  used  by  Indians  --  he  covers  himself 
with  a  buffalo  hide  and  mingles  with  the  herd.

NBC'S  GEORGE  A.  GRAHAM  JR.  FORESEES 'COMMON  MARKET’ 

CONCEPT  OF  TV  PROGRAMS  ON  INTERNATIONAL  SCENE 

A.  kind  of  "common  market"  concept  of  television  programming 
may  be  in  the  making  as  a  result  of  a  full  week  of  intensive  study  of 
overseas  TV  markets  held  in  New  York  and  Hollywood,  according  to  George 
A.  Graham  Jr.,  Vice  President  in  charge  of  the  NBC  Enterprises 
Division.  During  this  period  seven  field  representatives  of  NBC  Inter¬ 
national  reported  their  findings  and  observations  to  NBC  executives 
here,  with  an  exchange  of  views  that  promises  many  innovations. 

One  new  direction  forecast  by  the  meetings  was  the  ultimate 
conversion  of  the  U.S . -to-overseas  program  pattern  to  a  reciprocal  plan 
that  would  bring  programs  produced  abroad  to  American  TV  audiences. 

This  is  consistent  with  growing  evidence  that  programs  are  being  created 
in  Europe  and  other  parts  of  the  world  that  would  find  a  responsive 
audience  on  these  shores.  "New  techniques,  fresh  story  ideas  and 
viewpoints  might  lend  a  virile  and  constructive  influence  to  American 
TV  programming,  and  a  type  of  TV  'common  market'  might  easily  develop," 
Mr.  Graham  said. 

A  primary  move  to  attain  this  goal  would  be  increased  U.  S. 

aid  and  guidance  to  overseas  producers,  enabling  them  to  gain  a  more 

thorough  understanding  of  American  tastes  and  preferences.  Such  aid  has 

been  an  established  practice  of  NBC  International  since  its  formation  in 

1957.  Today,  NBI  is  active  as  a  managerial,  technical  assistance  and 

training  agent  in  15  separate  areas  of  the  globe.  In  many  cases  this 

impetus  has  proved  to  be  a  springboard  for  original  program  and

production  concepts  deriving  from  cultural  roots  quite  different  from 
those  in  the  U.  S. 

Another  by-product  of  the  visit  of  NBC  International 
representatives  was  new  data  about  overseas  programming  needs,  as  well 
as  current  economic,  marketing  and  general  business  attitudes. 

"Such  timely,  relevant  information,  conveyed  to  NBC  executives 
here  last  week, "  Mr.  Graham  added,  "proved  that  NBI  men  abroad  are 
serving  not  merely  as  business  representatives  and  technological 
advisers  but  also  as  trained  observers  of  the  rapidly  shifting  scene 
overseas . "

FOR  A  ’STATION  AWARD'  EMMY;  EIGHT  NOMINEES  LISTED 

Productions  by  local  television  stations  will  be  eligible  for 
an  Emmy  this  year  as  the  National  Academy  of  Television  Arts  and 
Sciences  creates  a  new  category  for  its  15th  annual  "Emmy  Awards" 
ceremonies,  to  be  broadcast  on  NBC-TV  Sunday ,  May  26  (10-11:30  p.m.  EDT). 

A  "Station  Award"  Emmy  will  be  presented  for  the  first  time 

this  year. 

An  announcement  made  by  Academy  President  Robert  F.  Lewine 
stated  that  entries  from  eight  local  television  stations  have  been 
chosen,  from  a  field  of  60  stations  which  entered  the  competition,  as 
finalists  for  the  award. 

"The  award,"  said  Lewine,  "is  for  the  outstanding  programs 
produced  by  local  commercial  TV  stations  in  the  United  States  dealing 
with  a  significant  issue  in  the  station’s  community." 

The  eight  stations  vying  for  the  golden  statuette  a^'e:  WBAL-TV, 
Baltimore,  for  "The  Dark  Corner";  WCBS-TV,  New  York  for  "Superfluous 
People";  KING-TV,  Seattle,  for  "Suspect";  WKY-TV,  Oklahoma  City,  for 
"Time’s  Man";  WBBM-TV,  Chicago  for  "The  Wasted  Years";  KMTV,  Omaha,  for 
"Operation  SOS";  KNXT,  Los  Angeles,  for  "Burden  of  Shame,"  and  WCAU-TV, 
Philadelphia,  for  "Conformity." 

Final  judging  will  be  supervised  by  Burton  Benjamin,  chairman 
of  the  Station  Award  Committee,  and  NBC’s  Ben  Grauer. 

"The  objective  of  the  new  award,"  said  Lewine,  "is  to 
acknowledge  the  contribution  made  by  the  almost  600  television  stations 
in  the  United  States  to  the  well-being  of  their  communities,  and  to 
encourage  them  to  create  more  and  better  programs  whose  objective  is  to 
overcome  a  problem  or  promote  a  desirable  objective  for  their  local

MIXES  HUMOR  AND  RELIGION  ON  TV 

The  NBC  Television  Religious  Program  appears  to  have  a  hit  on 
its  hands  in  the  person  of  Dr.  Hagen  Staack,  a  geologist-theologian 
with  a  wry  sense  of  humor  and  a  slight  accent  that  have  been  likened  to 
Victor  Borge 's. 

Dr.  Staack  is  currently  offering  a  series  of  13  illustrated 
lectures  on  the  network's  "Frontiers  of  Faith"  (Sundays,  1:30  p.m. 

EST) .  His  subject  is  the  Book  of  Genesis  and  its  relevance  to  the 
world  of  today. 

"A  mixer  of  humor  and  religion" is  what  a  review  in  the  current 
issue  of  Christian  Advocate  calls  him.  It  notes  his  "profound  yet 
seemingly  casual  approach  to  the  Scriptures,"  and  adds  that  "at  NBC 
this  Lutheran  minister  is  known  as  the  Old  Testament  Victor  Borge 
because  of  his  sense  of  humor  and  slight  accent." 

A  review  in  Presbyterian  Life  terms  him  "a  learned  man  and  a 
gifted  teacher, 11  and  calls  his  weekly  lectures  "models  of  liveliness, 
wit,  charm,  and  rock-ribbed  faithfulness ...  a  skillful  blend  of  fun, 
interest  and  theological  integrity."  And,  it  adds,  "In  all  respects 
this  series  is  topflight." 

The  Lutheran,  reviewing  the  series,  calls  Dr.  Staack- "a 
theologian  with  a  sense  of  humor.  He  speaks  with  a  slight  accent 
which,  with  his  sense  of  humor,  has  earned  him  the  title  of  'Old 
Testament  Victor  Borge'  at  NBC... It's  a  fair  guess  that  a  lot  of  people 
will  watch  him  with  fascination."

A  lot  of  people  have  indeed  been  watching  him  with  fascination, 
according  to  Doris  Ann,  executive  producer  and  manager  of  NBC-TV 
religious  programming. 

Mail  response  has  been  extraordinary,  she  reports.  The  first 
four  telecasts  drew  a  total  of  5*000  letters  in  addition  to  those 
addressed  directly  to  Dr.  Staack  at  Muhlenberg  College,  Allentown,  Pa., 
where  he  is  professor  of  religion.  (He  also  teaches  a  graduate  course 
in  geology  at  Temple  University,  Philadelphia.) 

Hundreds  of  approving  letters  have  come  from  ministers  of  all 
denominations,  as  well  as  from  Roman  Catholic  priests  and  Jewish 
rabbis.  Some  of  the  ministers  report  that  the  TV  lectures  are  being 
used  as  in-church  viewing  for  Bible  classes. 

Its  viewers  range  from  Governor  Otto  Kerner  of  Illinois,  who 
was  one  among  many  who  have  asked  for  the  booklet  that  accompanies 
the  series,  to  a  24-year-old  prisoner  charged  with  murder. 

"I  have  been  charged  with  murder,  a  crime  of  which  I  am 
guilty,"  the  young  man  wrote.  "Since  I  have  been  imprisoned  here  at 
this  parish  jail  waiting  on  my  trial,  I  have  come  to  realize  that  there 
must  be  something  more  to  life  than  just  living  for  yourself... I 
wonder  if  you  might  send  me  the  book.  If  someone  there  could  pray  for 
me,  I  would  appreciate  that  also." 

Dr.  Staack’s  lectures  are  not  simply  30  minutes  of  talk.  He 
uses  artifacts  uncovered  in  archeological  excavations,  photographs, 
paintings,  statuary,  the  blackboard,  cartoons,  maps,  diagrams,  word 
studies,  and  his  own  mercurial  impressions  to  explain  the  Genesis 
material. 

(in  his  first  lecture  on  Genesis  he  said:  "The  French  say, 

’You  cannot  make  love  from  an  upstairs  window.  You  must  come  down. ‘

Dr.  Staack  was  born  49  years  ago  in  Berlin.  As  a  university 
student  he  was  a  member  of  the  militant  (anti-Nazi)  Confessing  Church 
in  Germany  and  in  1935  had  the  first  of  many  run-ins  with  the  Gestapo. 

He  was  ordained  in  the  Confessing  Church  in  1939*  was  immediately 
drafted  into  the  army,  and  was  wounded  in  front-line  fighting  in  Russia. 
He  is  now  an  American  citizen.

STORY  OP  THE  KREMLIN- -AS  IT  REFLECTS  HISTORY  OF  RUSSIANS 
AND  THEIR  RULERS --WILL  BE  AN  NBC  NEWS  COLOR  TV  SPECIAL 
NBC  Film  Crews  Let  Into  Kremlin  Areas  Denied  Soviet  Cameramen 
And  Never  Before  Filmed  by  a  Foreign  Organization

The  story  of  the  Kremlin,  as  it  reflects  the  turbulent,  often 
bloody,  history  of  the  Russian  people  and  their  rulers,  will  be  offered 
to  the  American  television  audience  for  the  first  time  in  a  special 
color  program  on  the  NBC-TV  Network  Tuesday,  May  21  (9:30-10:30  p.m. 

EDT) . 

William  R.  McAndrew,  Executive  Vice  President  in  Charge  of 
NBC  News,  said  that  the  full-hour  program,  titled  "The  Kremlin,"  was 
filmed  by  NBC  color  crews  that  had  been  granted  access  to  areas  of  the 
Kremlin  denied  Russian  TV  cameramen  and  never  before  filmed  by  a  foreign 
organization . 

Mr.  McAndrew  said  that  the  program  would  re-create  events  that 
took  place  in  the  Kremlin,  the  seat  of  Russian  authority,  during  five 
centuries  --  from  the  early  Moscow  princes  to  Czar  Peter  the  Great. 

The  Soviet  era  of  the  Kremlin  will  be  illustrated  in  scenes  of  Lenin's 
apartment,  the  Palace  of  Congresses,  the  meeting  hall  of  the  Supreme 
Soviet,  and  the  burial  places  of  leaders  of  the  Bolshevik  Revolution 
just  outside  the  Kremlin  walls. 

"The  Kremlin"  is  being  produced  by  George  A.  Vicas,  head  of 

the  NBC  News  European  Production  Unit  based  in  Paris,  who  supervised 

camera  crews  that  spent  two  months  in  the  Kremlin.  Associate  producer

is  Lucy  Jarvis,  NBC  News,  who  negotiated  arrangements  for  the  filming 
with  Soviet  officials.  Julian  Goodman,  Vice  President,  NBC  News,  is 
in  over-all  charge  of  the  project. 

The  program,  which  will  show  the  multi-colors  of  the  Kremlin’s 
palaces,  its  painted  domes  and  jewel-encrusted  altars,  was  filmed  with 
a  newly  developed  type  of  Ektachrome  color  film.  In  addition,  with 
the  use  of  special  techniques  of  lighting,  camera  placement  and  sound 
recording  --  but  without  the  use  of  actors  --  the  program  will  re-create 
events  in  the  history  of  the  Kremlin. 

The  telecast  will  be  introduced  by  NBC  News  correspondent 
Frank  Bourgholtzer,  who  will  be  seen  walking  across  Red  Square  and 
entering  the  Kremlin  through  historic  Spasski  gate.  He  will  be  shown 
climbing  the  staircase  of  the  Grand  Kremlin  Palace  and  being  greeted 
by  Lieutenant  General  Andrei  Vedenin,  Commandant  of  the  Kremlin  and  an 
authority  on  its  history. 

The  program  will  show  Premier  Khrushchev  entering  St. 

George’s  Hall  to  attend  a  state  reception.  It  will  also  show  the 
Lenin  apartment  and  the  Lenin  Mausoleum,  the  Armory  museum,  the 
Cathedral  of  the  Assumption  with  its  gold  cupolas,  the  Spasski  tower 
guarding  the  main  entrance  of  the  Kremlin,  the  Annunciation  and 
Archangel  Cathedrals,  the  Palace  of  Facets  and  the  walls  that  enclose 
the  65-acre  complex  of  buildings. 

The  history  of  the  Kremlin  will  be  traced  from  its  12th 
Century  origins  as  a  stockade  overlooking  the  Moscow  River  to  its  modern 
role  as  part  museum  and  part  headquarters  of  the  Soviet  government. 

The  great  halls,  the  living  quarters  of  the  Czars,  the  paintings, 
icons,  thrones,  weapons,  robes  and  uniforms  still  preserved  in  the 
Kremlin  will  be  used  in  a  dramatic  re-telling  of  its  history.

The  program  will  re-create  the  killing  of  his  son  by  Ivan 
the  Terrible,  the  slaughter  of  the  pretender  Dmitri  and  his  followers, 
the  murder  of  members  of  Peter  the  Great’s  family  by  the  Streltsi 
guard,  Napoleon’s  capture  of  the  Kremlin,  the  subsequent  burning 
Moscow  and  other  events. 

"There  were  other  Kremlins  in  Russia,"  producer  Vicas  says. 
"But  the  Moscow  princes  over  some  300  years  made  their  fortress 
dominant  and  the  center  of  Russian  power.  There  is  only  one  Kremlin 
today.  In  any  land,  to  any  people,  this  word  ’Kremlin1  illuminates 
in  one  instant  the  face  of  the  modern  mighty  power. 

"Red  Square,  the  Kremlin,  these  are  symbols  of  the  land  of 
Communism.  But  their  basic  symbolism  runs  far  deeper.  They  are, 
altogether,  the  heart  and  pulse  of  the  national  concept  of  Russia, 
and  their  stones  and  walls,  places  and  cathedrals,  tell  the  story  of 
the  Russian  people."

TO  WNDT,  NEW  YORK,  IN  RESPONSE  TO  EDUCATIONAL  TV 
STATION'S  REQUEST  FOR  FINANCIAL  ASSISTANCE 

Robert  W.  Sarnoff,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  the  National 
Broadcasting  Company,  has  announced  that  the  NBC  Board  of  Directors 
approved  a  contribution  of  $100,000  to  educational  station  WNDT,  New 
York,  in  response  to  the  TV  station's  request  for  financial  assistance 
for  its  current  fiscal  year. 

In  making  the  grant,  Mr.  Sarnoff  said:  "We  recognize  the 
problems  faced  by  WNDT  in  developing  an  operation  which  can  help 
relieve  the  shortage  of  teaching  facilities  and  assist  educational 
organizations,  while  providing  a  specialized  service  to  viewers  in  the 
community.

Mr.  Me Andrew  said  that  the  program  would  have  a  staff  of  45 
headed  by  executive  producer  Reuven  Frank. 

The  staff  will  include:  Eliot  Frankel,.  producer  for  Europe, 
based  in  London;  Jack  Fern,  field  producer  for  the  Far  East,  based  in 
Tokyo;  William  Corrigan,  field  producer  in  Washington;  Robert 
Mulholland,  Midwest  editor  in  Chicago,  and  Don  Roberts,  West  Coast 
editor  in  Los  Angeles. 

Executive  producer  Frank  said  that  the  new  series  would  be 
"a  news  program  all  the  way  through. "  "In  addition  to  the  spot  news, " 
he  said,  "we  will  have  planned,  explanatory  reports  going  into  a  phase 
of  the  news  in  some  depth,  possibly  two  such  reports  each  night. 

Because  of  the  increased  length  of  the  program,  we  will  also  be  able  to 
move  into  a  major  story  with  a  major  treatment.

Hong  Kong,  Buenos  Aires,  Rio  de  Janeiro,  New  Delhi,  Leopoldville  and 
Ottawa.  In  this  country,  NBC  News  maintains  large  news  staffs  in  New 
York,  Washington,  Philadelphia,  Chicago  and  Los  Angeles  and  news  bureaus 
in  San  Francisco,  Dallas  and  Miami. 

The  new  program  will  mark  another  step  in  the  expansion  of 
NBC  News  coverage  and  programming.  In  the  past  five  years,  the  news  and 
informational  programming  on  NBC-TV  has  increased  by  more  than  70  per 
cent.  In  1962,  NBC  News  presented  1,201  hours  of  network  television 
programs,  or  about  26  per  cent  of  the  entire  network  schedule.

NBC  NEWS  WILL  OPEN  BRUSSELS  BUREAU  COVERING  COMMON  MARKET 
John  Chancellor  to  Head  Eureau,  First  to  Be  Set 
By  a  U.  S.  Network  Organization 

A  news  bureau  covering  the  Common  Market,  the  first  to  be 
established  by  a  U.  S.  network  organization,  will  be  opened  by  NBC  News 
in  Europe  effective  July  1,  it  was  announced  today  by  William  R. 

Me  Andrew,  Executive  Vice  President  in  Charge  of  NBC  News. 

Mr.  Me Andrew  said  that  the  new  bureau  would  be  headed  by  NBC 
News  correspondent  John  Chancellor  and  would  be  located  in  Brussels, 
headquarters  of  the  Common  Market  or,  as  it  is  officially  known,  the 
European  Economic  Community. 

"The  six-nation  Common  Market,  with  a  population  of  168 
million  and  an  economic  potential  rivaling  those  of  the  United  States 
and  the  Soviet  Union,  is  a  growing  force  in  world  affairs,"  Mr. 

McAndrew  said.  "We  feel  that  it  should  be  covered  by  a  permanent 
NBC  News  bureau." 

Mr.  Chancellor  recently  spent  six  months  in  Europe  studying 

the  Common  Market  and  reported  on  it  in  a  widely  acclaimed  special 

NBC  News  program,  "A  Country  Called  Europe,"  which  was  presented  on 

March  3.  He  described  the  community  as  "the  greatest  concentration  of 

social,  political  and  economic  potential  in  the  history  of  civilization." 

Mr.  Chancellor,  who  joined  NBC  News  in  1950  as  the  network’s 

Midwestern  correspondent,  has  also  served  in  NBC  bureaus  in  Vienna  and 

London  and  was  chief  of  the  Moscow  bureau  before  returning  to  the  U.  S. 

for  a  one-year  assignment  as  host  of  "Today."  His  reporting  has  won

him  a  national  Sigma  Delta  Chi  Award  and  A  Robert  E.  Sherwood  Award.

While  he  was  based  in  Chicago,  Mr.  Chancellor  was  a  television 
floor  reporter  at  the  conventions  there  and  in  San  Francisco  in  1956 
and  covered  Adlai  E.  Stevenson  in  the  Presidential  campaign.  The 
following  year  he  was  sent  to  Little  Rock,  Ark.,  where  he  spent  two 
months  reporting  on  that  city's  school  integration  story. 

Early  in  1958^  he  was  assigned  to  NBC  News 5  Vienna  Bureau. 

En  route  he  covered  stories  in  Rome,  Tunis,  Paris  and  the  uprising  in 
Algeria  that  marked  the  return  of  Charles  de  Gaulle  to  power.  Later 
that  year  he  spent  two-and-a-half  months  covering  the  Lebanese  civil 
war. 

While  assigned  to  the  London  bureau,  he  ranged  as  far  as  the 
Khyber  Pass,  where  he  made  a  film;  to  Afghanistan,  which  he  crossed  with 
a  camera  crew  in  a  jeep,  and  to  the  shores  of  the  Mediterranean,  which 
he  traveled  for  three  months  while  directing  David  Brinkley's  "Our  Man 
in  the  Mediterranean. " 

Mr.  Chancellor  was  assigned  to  the  NBC  News  bureau  in 
Moscow  in  mid-1960.  He  covered  the  trial  of  Francis  Gary  Powers  and 
the  space  flight  of  Yuri  Gagarin,  among  other  important  stories.  During 
his  Moscow  tour  of  duty,  he  returned  to  the  U.  S.  to  work  on  the  NBC 
News  coverage  of  the  i960  elections. 

He  returned  to  this  country  again  in  July,  1961,  to  become 
host  of  the  "Today"  program.  He  left  the  early-morning  series  a  year 
later  because  "nothing  is  more  fun  than  being  on  the  spot  where  news 
is  being  made,  but  it  is  impossible  to  take  off  for  someplace  like 
Vietnam  when  you  have  a  daily  show." 

Since  then,  he  spent  two  months  analyzing  and  reporting  on 
political  developments  in  the  Far  West  during  the  1962  campaigns  and 
elections  and  narrated  the  special  NBC  News  programs  "The  Chosen  Child" 
and  "A  Country  Called  Europe."

A  U.S.  CITIZEN- -TRANSMITTED  VIA  RELAY  SATELLITE  TO  BRITAIN  AND 
7  EUROPEAN  COUNTRIES- -AISO  CARRIED  ON  NBC  NEWS  NETWORK  PROGRAM 

A  telecast  of  ceremonies  in  which  President  Kennedy  pro¬ 
claimed  Sir  Winston  Churchill  an  honorary  U.  S.  citizen  --  transmitted 
via  the  Relay  communications  satellite  to  Great  Britain  and  seven 
European  countries  --  was  carried  on  a  special  NBC  News  program  on  the 
NBC-TV  Network  yesterday  (April  9*  3-3-30  p.m.  EST) . 

The  Relay  satellite,  designed  and  built  for  the  National 
Aeronautics  and  Space  Administration  by  the  Radio  Corporation  of 
America,  transmitted  TV  pictures  that  were  carried  live  by  networks  in 
Great  Britain,  Austria  and  the  Netherlands,  and  were  recorded  for  later 
transmission  in  France,  Belgium,  West  Germany,  Hungary  and 
Czechoslavakia .  It  marked  the  first  time  that  an  American  satellite 
transmission  had  been  accepted  by  an  Iron  Curtain  country. 

NBC  News  correspondent  Kenneth  Bernstein  viewed  the  TV 
pictures  in  London  and  described  them  as  "excellent."  A  spokesman  for 
BBC  told  RCA  that  the  pictures  were  "crystal-clear"  and  the  best  ever 
received  by  satellite  transmission. 

The  NBC-TV  program  included  the  live  telecast  from  the  White 
House  Rose  Garden  which  was  transmitted  to  the  Relay  satellite  and  back 
to  this  country  before  being  aired  by  NBC.  The  program  also  included  a 
filmed  report,  flown  to  this  country  by  jet,  which  reviewed  Sir  Winston’s 
personal  history  and  included  the  reactions  of  Britons  to  his  honorary 
U.  S.  citizenship. 

NBC  News  correspondent  Frank  McGee  served  as  anchorman  on  the 
NBC  program.  Correspondent  Joseph  C.  Harsch  reported  on  the  filmed 
segment.  The  special  program  was  produced  by  Chet  Hagan  and  sponsored 
by  the  Gulf  Oil  Corporation.

Sims  charges  that  while  covering  the  races,  the  defendants 
attacked  and  assaulted  him,  grabbed  and  held  him  by  both  arms,  threatened 
the  destruction  of  his  camera  and  removed  film  from  his  camera  and 
exposed  it  to  light. 

The  National  Broadcasting  Company  seeks  real  and  punitive 
damages  for  interfering  with  its  business  of  newsgathering,  syndicating 
and  broadcasting  and  from  loss  of  income  resulting  from  the  destroyed 
newsreel  film.

The  National  Broadcasting  Company  has  successfully  completed 
negotiations  to  acquire  exclusive  television  rights  in  the  United 
States  to  the  1964  Summer  Olympic  Games  in  Tokyo,  it  was  announced  today 
by  Robert  W.  Sarnoff,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  NBC,  and  Shinosuke 
Abe,  President  of  Nippon  Hoso  Kyokai  (Japan  Broadcasting  Corporation). 

The  Games  of  the  XVIII  Olympiad  are  scheduled  to  open 
Oct.  10,  1964.  This  will  be  the  first  time  the  quadrennial  inter¬ 
national  event  is  being  staged  in  Asia.

INTERPLANETARY  APPLICATION  OF  THE  MEDIUM 

FOR  RELEASE  SUNDAY  A.M. ,  APRIL  14 

A  single  standard  for  the  world's  TV  technical  equipment, 
world-wide  color  television,  more  varied  uses  of  closed-circuit  TV,  and 
even  interplanetary  TV  are  part  of  the  future  of  television  Walter  D. 
Scott,  Executive  Vice  President  in  charge  of  the  NBC  Television  Network, 
told  an  estimated  potential  audience  of  80,000,000  people  on  a  special 
Radio  Free  Europe  broadcast  today  (April  14) . 

Mr.  Scott  was  selected  by  Radio  Free  Europe  to  be  the  spokes¬ 
man  for  American  television  on  the  program,  "The  Future  of  Television, " 
which  was  broadcast  to  Iron  Curtain  countries  Bulgaria,  Czechoslovakia, 
Hungary,  Poland  and  Romania  as  well  as  to  other  countries  around  the 
world.  Martin  Bush,  of  Radio  Free  Europe,  tape-recorded  the  interview 
with  Mr.  Scott  in  New  York  March  12. 

On  the  subject  of  a  single  standard  for  the  world’s  TV 

technical  equipment  Mr.  Scott  said  " _ All  of  us  hope  that  very 

devoutly."  He  related  the  differences  in  TV  equipment  to  the  once 
differing  standards  and  equipment  in  the  telephone  industry  in  the 
United  States.  "I  think  to  the  extent  that  we  can  arrive  at  a  single 
(TV)  standard,  it  would  be  to  the  benefit  of  all  of  us." 

"As  far  as  color  TV,"  Mr.  Scott  said,  "we  see  right  now  such 
tremendous  progress  that  the  future  holds  great  promise  of  very  wide 
distribution  of  color  television  sets  not  only  in  the  United  States  but 

(more) 
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throughout  the  world,  and  of  course  increasing  amounts  of  color 
programming  by  all  broadcasters. ..." 

The  future  of  closed  circuit  television,  Mr.  Scott  said,  is 
"...in  the  field  of  education,  medicine,  in  many  technological  uses, 
railroad  communications,  industrial  enterprises. ..." 

On  the  subject  of  global  TV  via  satellite  Mr.  Scott  said 
"Even  interplanetary  television  is  within  the  realm  of  possibilities, 
and  one  day  perhaps  the  people  of  the  earth  may  have  some  degree  of 
familiarity  with  the  dark  side  of  the  moon  or  other  astral  bodies. " 

In  addition,  Mr.  Scott  commented  on  educational' TV  via 
satellite  as  an  example  of  television's  future  as  a  social  force  "...to 
the  extent  that  students  in  England  or  in  the  Eastern  Hemisphere 
might  hear  lectures  in  American  history  from  a  professor  standing  at  a 
rostrum  at  Harvard  University  or  that  Shakespeare  courses  may  originat 
on  the  banks  of  the  Avon. "

HERE'S  HOW  NBC  NEWS  QUICKLY  BUILT  ITS  TV  SPECIAL 
ON  THE  LOSS  OF  THE  SUBMARINE  THRESHER 

On  the  night  of  Wednesday,  April  10,  the  Navy  Department 
announced  in  Washington  that  the  atomic  submarine  Thresher  "appeared  to 
be  lost”  in  the  Atlantic  at  a  point  some  200  miles  east  of  Boston. 

NBC  News  quickly  assigned  a  group  of  newsmen  throughout  the 
northeast  to  cover  the  story.  These  were  the  preliminary  moves  that 
resulted  in  an  hour-long  special  program  the  following  night  that, 
with  films  and  live  interviews,  told  the  story  of  the  Thresher's 
disappearance . 

A  chronology  of  these  events  follows:  (all  times  EST) 

1  p#m.  —  The  decision  is  made  firm  to  televise  "The  Loss  of 
the  Thre sher"at  7:30  p.m.  The  sponsor,  Gulf  Oil  Corporation,  has 
decided  to  omit  any  commercial  messages  because  of  the  nature  of  the 
program.  Producer  Chet  Hagan,  researcher  Mona  McCormick  and  Frank 
McGee,  who  will  "anchor"  the  program,  have  already  been  gathering 

material. 

2  p.m.  _  Associate  producer  Jerry  Jacobs  and  news  editor 

Gene  Farinet  screen  films  taken  by  an  NBC  News  cameraman  from  a  plo.ne 
flying  over  the  ocean  where  the  sub  went  down.  The  NBC  plane  was  the 

first  on  the  scene  Thursday  morning. 

2:30  p.m.  _  Production  assistant  Marian  Eiskamp  finishes 

typing  the  "routine"  of  the  show.  This  is  an  outline  showing  where 
various  film  segments  and  live  pickups  are  spaced  in  the  program. 

(more ) 
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2:35  p.m.  —  Jacobs  and  Farinet  screen  a  portion  of  an  NBC 
News  special  broadcast  that  dealt  with  the  atomic  submarine  George 
Washington.  A  segment  showing  the  diving  sequence  aboard  the  George 
Washington  is  edited  out  for  use  on  the  night's  program.  The  film 
clip  will  last  27  seconds. 

2:40  p.m.  --  Hagan  calls  his  wife  to  tell  her  he  will  be 
home  late.  He  tells  her  about  the  special  program. 

2:44  p.m.  —  Farinet  spreads  large  maps  of  the  northeast  coast 
on  the  floor  of  Hagan's  office.  They  select  a  map  for  reproduction  by 
visual  technicians  for  use  on  the  program.  It  will  be  seen  by  viewers 
for  about  20  seconds. 

2:50  p.m.  --  A  messenger  brings  Farinet,  Jacobs  and  unit 
manager  Frank  Badami  hot  dogs  and  containers  of  coffee.  McGee  runs 
out  of  the  office  saying  he  is  going  to  eat.  It  will  be  10  p.m.  before 
they  eat  again. 

3:20  p.m.  --  Everyone  is  typing  except  Badami.  He  is  talking 
long  distance  with  a  mobile  TV  unit  being  set  up  at  San  Diego,  Calif., 
where  correspondent  Roy  Neal  will  interview  an  officer  of  the  bathyscaph 
Trieste. 

3:40  p.m.  —  McGee  is  typing  at  his  desk  with  long  sheets  of 
copy  paper  spread  out  before  him.  Hagan  enters  his  office  and  the  two 
discuss  the  outline  of  the  show.  The  pieces  begin  to  fall  into  place. 

4:30  p.m.  —  Stopwatch  in  hand,  McGee  reads  to  himself  the 
script  he  has  written.  He  yells  "How  long  is  the  dive  sequence? 

Farinet  yells  back,  "Fifty  seconds."  McGee  clicks  his  watch  and  reads 
on. 

4:35  p.m.  —  Farinet  has  located  some  film  of  the  Trieste. 

A  messenger  has  been  dispatched  to  Jersey  City  to  get  the  film.  He  has 

not  returned.  Farinet  checks  and  learns  the  film  is  en  route.

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5:10  p.m.  —  The  film  of  the  Trieste  arrives.  Portions  of' 
it  are  germane  to  the  program.  It  is  edited  and  prepared.

David  L.  Wolper,  whose  previous  TV  specials  about  Hollywood 
won  favor  with  audiences  and  critics  alike,  will  be  executive  producer 
of  "The  Hollywood  Story."  The  producing  company  will  be  Wolper 
Productions,  with  Jack  Haley  Jr.  as  series  producer.  Mel  Stuart, 

Marshall  Flaum,  Alan  Lansberg  and  A1  Ramrus  will  be  the  producers-direct- 
ors-writers.  Elmer  Bernstein,  who  will  compose  the  theme  score  for  each 
show,  will  be  music  director  of  the  series.

Mrs.  Dickerson  has  been  responsible  for  a  number  of  important 
news  breaks  and  exclusive  interviews.  Last  Fall,  she  broke  the  news 
that  General  Taylor  would  leave  the  White  House,  where  he  was  President 
Kennedy's  military  adviser,  to  become  the  Chairman  of  the  Joint  Chiefs  of 
Staff  at  the  Pentagon.  At  the  openin'g  of  Congress  in  I960,  she  obtained 
a  rare  TV  interview  with  the  late  Speaker  of  the  House  Sam  Rayburn. 

Mrs.  Dickerson  joined  CBS  News  in  Washington  in  195^  after 
working  three  years  as  a  staff  assistant  to  the  Senate  Foreign 
Relations  Committee.  She  produced  "The  Leading  Question,"  "Capitol 
Cloakroom"  and  was  associate  producer  for  "Face  the  Nation." 

Mrs.  Dickerson  became  a  correspondent  in  i960.  Her  initial 
assignment  was  the  Presidential  campaign  and  election  which  she  covered 
from  all  parts  of  the  country.  She  distinguished  herself  with  perceptive 
and  penetrating  political  reporting.  Returning  to  Washington  in 
November,  i960,  she  started  her  own  radio  network  show,  "One  Woman ' s 
Washington. " 

In  May,  196 1,  Mrs.  Dickerson  was  a  member  of  the  press  party 
that  covered  Vice  President  Johnson  on  his  around -the -world  good-will 
tour.

Negotiations  for  NBC’s  participation  in  the  financing  of  the 
new  Sydney  station  were  begun  in  April,  19S2  between  Richard  L.  Berman, 
Manager  of  NBC  International  Facilities,  and  Sir  Lionel  Hooke,  chairman 
of  United  Telecasters,  which  at  that  time  was  one  of  nine  applicants 
for  the  station  license. 

NBC  International  will  continue  to  provide  program  services  to 
all  stations  in  Australia.  In  addition,  it  will  be  prepared  to  make 
available,  for  12  months,  the  services  of  a  senior  production  consultant 
to  its  new  associate  in  Sydney.  The  new  station  may  also  call  upon  NBC 
International  for  news-gathering  services,  for  aid  in  technical  program 
production  and  for  special  analyses  of  specific  problems. 

Of  the  seven  shareholders,  or  sponsoring  companies,  providing 

the  capitalization  for  the  new  station,  NBC  International  Ltd.  is  the 
only  company  not  of  Australian  origin.

"Sunday"  —  a  new  full-hour  program  covering  the  week's  news 
developments  not  only  in  national  and  foreign  affairs  but  in  such 
fields  as  music,  art,  science,  medicine,  books,  sports,  motion  pictures 
and  the  theatre  —  will  be  presented  on  the  NBC-TV  Network  Sundays 
starting  Oct.  13  (5-6  p.m.  NYT). 

In  announcing  the  new  program  today,  William  R.  McAndrew, 
Executive  Vice  President  in  charge  of  NBC  News,  said  that  its  scope 
would  be  as  wide  as  that  of  a  weekly  news  magazine  and  would  cover,  on 
a  regular  basis,  "not  just  the  front  of  the  book,  but  the  back  of  the 
book  as  well. " 

"Sunday"  will  be  produced  by  Robert  Northshield,  who  has  pro¬ 
duced  the  "Today"  show  and  such  NBC  News  specials  as  "The  Trial  of 
Adolf  Eichmann, "  "The  Chosen  Child,"  three  programs  in  the  "JFK  Report" 
series,  five  covering  integration  developments  at  Mississippi 
University  and  three  dealing  with  New  York  elections. 

The  program  will  feature  Frank  Blair,  who  will  introduce  each 
segment,  and  NBC  News'  White  House  correspondent  Ray  Scherer,  who  will 
report  from  Washington  on  the  outstanding  news  story  of  the  week. 
Scherer's  report  will  be  illustrated  with  film  and  will  tell  the  story 
in  the  terms  of  an  individual  prominent  in  the  news.

One  segment  of  each  program  will  be  devoted  to  a  report  by  NBC 
News’  Washington  correspondent  Robert  Abernethy,  explaining  for  teen¬ 
age  viewers  the  background  of  an  important  story  in  the  news.  On  a 
typical  program,  he  might  explain  the  working  of  the  Common  Market  or 
the  history  of  a  country  where  a  revolution  is  under  way. 

Other  regular  weekly  features  will  include  a  sports  report  by 
Joe  Garagiola,  a  segment  of  news  and  criticism  of  new  books,  a  section 
reporting  on  motion  pictures  and  another  featuring  a  drama  critic  dis¬ 
cussing  new  play  openings.  There  will  also  be  a  weekly  highlight  from 
"Today,"  offering  the  week’s  outstanding  feature  from  that  program. 

In  addition,  on  a  less  regular  basis,  there  will  be  such 
segments  as  Cleveland  Amory  visiting  the  world's  outstanding  resorts. 
Aline  Saarinen  reporting  on  art  and  architecture,  Edwin  Newman  with  a 
feature  story  from  New  York,  and  NBC’s  foreign  correspondent s  with 
filmed  stories  of  life  in  the  countries  they  cover.

OF  PRESIDENT  KENNEDY'S  VISIT  TO  EUROPE 

NBC  News  is  preparing  for  extensive  television  and  radio 
coverage  of  President  Kennedy's  European  visit,  which  is  expected  to 
start  around  June  19  and  to  include  Germany  and  Italy. 

Producer  Chet  Hagan,  who  heads  the  unit  that  prepares 
NBC-TV's  "instant  specials,"  is  readying  background  reports  for  use 
on  special  programs  reporting  the  President's  European  tour. 

Coverage  arrangements  in  Europe  are  being  handled  in 
Germany  by  Gary  Stindt,  NBC's  film  manager  for  Central  Europe,  and  in 
Italy  by  Irving  R.  Levine,  NBC  News  correspondent  in  Rome.  NBC  News 
will  assign  a  special  team  of  correspondents  and  cameramen  and  three 
mobile  tape  units  to  accompany  the  President.

SOVIET  U.N.  DELEGATE'S  CRITICISM  OF  NBC'S 
PAULINE  FREDERICK  GETS  PROMPT  REBUTTAL 


Pauline  Frederick,  NBC  News'  United  Nations  correspondent, 
was  told  by  the  Soviet  delegate  Nikolai  Fedorenko  this  week  that  she 
was  "not  conversant  with  UN  affairs."  Miss  Frederick  has  been  cover¬ 
ing  developments  at  the  UN  since  19^6. 

The  Russian's  remarks  came  at  a  UN  correspondents*  luncheon  for 
him  April  16.  Newsmen  were  asked  to  submit  questions  to  Fedorenko. 

Miss  Frederick  asked  two: 

Would  the  USSR  formally  ask  the  UN  to  play  some  role  in 

settlement  of  the  Berlin  question? 

How  could  the  Soviet  Union  claim  that  it  supported  the  UN 

when  it  refused  to  pay  all  of  its  assessments? 

The  first  question  went  unanswered.  To  the  second  question, 

Fedorenko  said  it  was  "fundamentally  inaccurate"  and  that  Miss  Frederick 
was  "not  conversant  with  UN  activities."  (Here,  the  assembled 

correspondents  broke  into  laughter.) 

Fedorenko  declared  the  Soviet  Union  did  pay  its  assessments 
and  abided  by  its  responsibilities.  He  told  Miss  Frederick  what  she  had 
in  mind  was  the  Soviet  attitude  toward  the  UN  Education  Fund  and  that 
"even  though  we  do  live  in  an  age  of  electronics,  it  is  difficult  to 
penetrate  your  mind."

The  attack  on  Miss  Frederick  prompted  one  UN  correspondent 
to  comment  that  Fedorenko  was  "the  rudest  man  we've  had  around  here 
since  Krishna  Menon."  Another  wrote:  "4.a  true  successor  to  the 
acidulous  Vishinsky... 

William  R.  McAndrew,  Executive  Vice  President  in  charge  of 
NBC  News,  pointed  out,  after  he  learned  of  the  incident,  that  Miss 
Frederick  had  been  covering  international  affairs  since  she  began  her 
news  career,  that  she  had  reported  on  the  UN  since  its  founding,  that 
she  is  a  former  president  of  the  UN  Correspondents  Association  and  that 
she  is  widely  recognized  as  a  skilled  and  conscientious  reporter.  "If 
Miss  Frederick  is  'not  conversant  with  UN  activities,'"  he  said,  "I 
wonder  who  is . " 

After  the  exchange.  Miss  Frederick  introduced  herself  to 
Fedorenko  and  told  him  she  did  know  the  facts.  He  shot  back:  "But 
your  question  was  a  bad  one." 

She  retorted:  "You  got  the  point." 

Fedorenko:  "Oh,  it  was  all  a  joke." 

Miss  Frederick  ended  the  conversation  by  hoping  that  NBC 
would  be  popular  with  him  in  his  country.  Fedorenko  laughed  and 
departed.  Recently,  Russia  ordered  NBC  News  to  close  its  Moscow 
bureau  as  a  protest  against  two  programs  in  NBC  News '  four-part 
"Profile  on  Communism." 

Obviously  touched  by  the  incident,  a  UN  correspondent  from 
Poland,  who  was  a  stranger  to  Miss  Frederick,  presented  her  with  a  bottle 
of  Polish  vodka  as  an  expression  of  his  sympathies.

The  three  grantees  will  be  the  honored  guests  at  a  State 
Department  reception  April  23.  On  Wednesday,  April  24,  they  will  arrive 
in  New  York  City.  They  will  be  guests  of  the  National  Broadcasting 
Company  on  April  29. 

Following  the  AWRT  Convention  in  Philadelphia  the  grantees 
will  pursue  separate  itineraries  among  18  local  AWRT  chapters  for  a 
6 O-day  period,  thus  fulfilling  the  purpose  of  their  visit:  to  study 
broadcasting  in  the  United  States  from  network  organizations  to  grass 
roots  operations.

TV  SHOULD  DARE  TO  BE  OUT  OF  STEP  IN  EASY  MARCH  TO  TOTAL  CONFORMITY, 
NBC  ’S  DONALD  B.  HYATT  TELLS  STUDENT  BROADCASTERS  CONVENTION 
Speaks  on  ‘Directions  in  Television1  to  Group  at  Dartmouth  College 

Television  should  "dare  to  be  out  of  step  in  the  easy  march  to 
total  conformity,"  Donald  B.  Hyatt,  Director  of  NBC  Special  Projects  and 
producer-director  of  "Project  20,"  told  a  convention  of  student  broad¬ 
casters  at  Dartmouth  College  this  week. 

Hyatt  spoke  on  "Directions  in  Television"  at  the  Spring 
convention  of  the  Ivy  Network,  an  organization  representing  college- 
community  stations  on  all  Ivy  League  campuses. 

"In  order  to  meet  the  challenge  and  responsibility  of  being 
man’s  most  powerful  and  wonderful  communications  tool,"  Hyatt  said, 
"television  has  got  to  have-  the  guts,  the  integrity  and  the  conviction 
to  lead. 

"The  only  argument  standing  in  the  way  is:  Give  the  public 
what  it  wants  --  or  thinks  it  wants.  Nonsense!  The  public  doesn’t  know 
what  it  wants  until  it  gets  it.  The  genius  of  Albert  Einstein  was  not 
brought  to  fruition  as  a  result  of  a  Madison  Avenue  house-to-house 
canvas;  no  market  research  analyst  knocked  on  his  door  with  a  request 
that  he  kick  around  a  little  gimmick  called  the  theory  of  relativity. 

And  I  don’t  recall  that  anyone  asked  Shakespeare  to  write  ’Hamlet’  or 
Henry  Ford  to  make  the  Model  T."

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Hyatt  said  it  was  "encouraging"  that  in  many  cases  television 


has  led.  "In  our  experience  of  the  past  14  years,  we  have  been  pleased  by 
mass  audience  response,  as  well  as  the  commercial  response,  to  such  top- 
ten-rated  "Project  20"  programs  as  "Meet  Mr.  Lincoln,"  "The  Coming  of 
Christ,"  "The  Real  West"  and  others  which  distinctly  prove  the  point  that 
TV  does  want  quality  programming,  that  the  audience  wants  quality 
programming,"  he  said.  "The  problem  in  getting  more  quality  programs  — 
whether  of  fiction  or  non-fiction  --  is  one  of  finding  the  truly  creative 
talent  that  is  dedicated  to  this  end.  What  this  talent  must  do  is  to 
fuse  the  entertainment  and  education  into  one.  In  a  broad  sense,  good 
entertainment  and  good  education  are  one  and  the  same  thing. 

"We  find  it  hard  to  accept  that,  in  programming,  quality  and 
dullness  do  not  go  together,  hard  to  accept  that  when  we  use  television 
as  a  communications  medium  and  say  something,  it  does  not  mean  we  cannot 
entertain  at  the  same  time.  We  find  it  hard  to  accept  the  fact  that  TV 
can  embrace  the  crime  shows,  the  Westerns,  the  drama,  the  comedy,  the 
fiction,  the  non-fiction  with  a  common  bond  of  quality,  and  they  all 
can,  in  a  broad  social  sense,  educate,  communicate  and  entertain." 

Two  "Project  20"  programs,  "Laughter,  U.  S.  A."  and  "The  Real 
West,"  were  shown  to  standing-room-only  audiences  at  the  convention  in 
Hopkins  Center  on  the  Dartmouth  campus.  The  host  of  the  convention  was 
WDCA,  Hanover,  N.  H.,  licensed  to  Dartmouth  College  by  the  FCC,  the 
only  commercial  college  AM  station  so  licensed.

AT  MIAMI  CONFERENCE  ON  COMMUNICATION  ARTS 

CORAL  GABLES,  FLA.,  April  26  --  Elmer  W.  Lower,  Vice 
President  and  General  Manager,  NBC  News,  told  the  Miami  Conference  on 
Communication  Arts  at  the  University  of  Miami  today  that  "there  is  no 
journalistic  force  in  the  world  today  which  swarms  all  over  the  big 
story  and  delivers  it  to  the  public  with  the  effect  and  the  impact 
that  television  does." 

Lower  chronicled  the  case  histories  of  five  news  situations 
in  support  of  that  contention. "  The  situations  were  the  loss  of  the 
nuclear  submarine  Thresher,  a  manned  orbital  flight,  the  Cuban  crisis 
of  last  October,  political  conventions  and  national  elections. 

Describing  coverage  of  an  unexpected  news  story  like  the  los 
of  the  Thresher  as  similar  to  a  military  operation,  he  listed  these 
critical  decisions: 

1  --  Story  Break:  Establish  the  size  of  the 
operation  and  determine  where  to  attack. 

2  --  Coverage:  Order  up  and  deploy  troops. 

Get  there  "firstest  with  the  mostest." 

3  —  Logistics:  Provide  the  transportation, 
money  and  equipment  to  expedite  coverage. 

4  --  Usage:  Attack  is  aimed  at  getting  film 
back  and  on  the  air.  Get  broadcasters  to  a  phone 
or  microphone.

In  contrast  to  the  fast-breaking  story,  coverage  of  an 
orbital  shot  requires  three  months  of  preparation  by  a  special  task 
force  of  20  persons  and  costs  NBC  at  least  $750,000,  Lower  said.  On  the 
day  of  the  shot  a  force  of  200  work  from  2  a.m.  until  the  astronaut  is 
recovered  to  give  American  television  viewers  a  minute-by-minute 
account  of  the  flight. 

Lower  said  the  34  hours,  19  minutes,  estimated  for  Major 
Gordon  Cooper's  flight  of  22  orbits  "will  be  a  test  of  endurance  for 
television  news  as  well  as  for  the  astronaut  and  his  world-wide 
supporting  organization.  We  will  have  to  have  two  sets  of  broadcasters, 

engineers  and  production  people. 

"It  is  also  a  test  of  ingenuity  for  the  television  production 
team.  A  brief  two  minutes  and  34  seconds  after  blast-off.  Cooper  and 
his  capsule  will  be  out  of  sight.  Yet  television  will  remain  on  the 
air  for  a  much  longer  time  and  will  return  periodically.  The  entire 
world  will  want  to  follow  the  astronaut's  progress,  even  when  he 
sleeps. 

"We  will  have  on  hand  essentially  an  audio  story.  How  do  we 
put  the  'video*  into  it?  That  is  the  challenge."

From  19^3  until  1946,  he  served  in  the  Army  both  here  and  in 
Italy  for  the  Armed  Services  radio  network.  After  discharge,  Mr.  Corley 
joined  the  Associated  Press’  new  radio  news  service  in  New  York  where 
he  worked  until  joining  NBC  News.

"This  unique  tribute  to  the  educational  values  of  the  special 
programs  produced  by  NBC  News,"  said  Mr.  Lunenfeld,  "is  evidenced  by 
McGraw-Hill* s  commitment  to  distribute  these  programs,  which  have  yet 
to  be  filmed,  on  the  basis  of  NBC*s  established  leadership  in  this  area 
of  broadcasting.” 

Mr.  Lunenfeld  completed  the  agreement  with  Albert  Rosenberg, 
Vice  President  of  the  Text  Film  Division  of  McGraw-Hill.

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LEON  PEARSON  OF  NBC  NEWS,  ’CRITIC  AT  LARGE, '  DIES  AT  63 


Leon  Pearson,  NBC's  "critic-at-large,"  died  in  his  sleep  at 
8:40  a.m.  today  (April  29)  at  Roosevelt  Hospital,  New  York.  He  was 
63.  The  NBC  Newsman  had  been  convalescing  from  a  heart  attack  which 
hospitalized  him  April  18. 

For  the  last  decade,  Mr.  Pearson  was  NBC's  "man  on  the  aisle, 
reviewing  Broadway  and  off -Broadway  shows.  Usually,  his  review  was  the 
first  to  reach  the  public. 

After  an  opening  performance,  Mr.  Pearson  would  go  to  the 
nearest  telephone,  call  NBC  News  and,  without  benefit  of  written  copy, 
review  the  show.  His  remarks  were  recorded  for  broadcast  on  the  next 
news  program. 

A  short,  brisk,  dapper  gentleman,  Pearson  joined  NBC  News  in 
1947  after  a  news  career  that  dated  back  to  the  1920s,  when  he  helped 
produce  a  radio  broadcast  for  Washington  columnist  Drew  Pearson,  his 
brother. 

Leon  Pearson  was  born  Oct.  15*  1899  in  Evanston,  Ill.  He  was 
graduated  from  Swarthmore  in  1920  and  received  master's  degree  in  1922 
at  Harvard. 

Pearson  syndicated  his  own  newspaper  column  on  Latin-American 
affairs  called  "Below  the  Rio  Grande."  This  led  to  a  radio  program 
devoted  to  news  from  south  of  the  border,  and  convinced  him  later  to 
concentrate  on  broadcasting  exclusively. 

As  a  staffer  for  International  News  Service  from  1943  to  1947 
Pearson  covered  the  State  Department,  and  next  the  INS  bureau  in  Paris. 
His  work  won  him  the  Legion  of  Honor,  awarded  in  1947  by  French  Foreign 
Minister  Georges  Bidault  in  recognition  of  Pearson's  "objective 
reporting. "

Pearson  had  visited  all  the  major  European  capitals.  He 
was  one  of  three  newsmen  admitted  to  Moscow  for  the  Big  Three  meeting  in 
December,  1945. 

Censorship  in  Moscow  was  rigid.  Pearson's  dispatch  describing 
a  reception  given  by  Molotov  said  "wine,  champagne  and  vodka  were 
generously  served."  At  2  a.m.,  a  censor  phoned  Pearson  to  say  two  words 
must  be  deleted  --  "wine  and  champagne." 

After  joining  NBC  News,  Pearson  covered  the  Berlin  airlift, 
the  United  Nations  General  Assembly  in  Paris  in  1948  and  U.N.  meetings 
at  Lake  Success. 

During  the  recent  114-day  New  York  newspaper  strike, 

Pearson  appeared  frequently  on  new  and  expanded  news  programs  with  his 
reviews  and  news  of  the  theatre. 

A  dapper  man,  Pearson  favored  blue  suits  and  bow  ties.  He 
and  his  wife  lived  in  White  Plains,  N.Y.  One  of  his  sons,  Andrew 
Pearson,  is  a  correspondent -cameraman  for  NBC  News  in  New  Delhi.  He 
also  leaves  two  other  sons,  Paul  Pearson  of  Gaithersburg,  Md.,  and 
Tom  Pearson  of  San  Diego,  Calif.
